It was ex Mem lhat 
sne was. much Improved by the substi- 
tution of a thicker Mick for her old ono 
and she wan able to earn' a medium- 
sired club topsail through tho emi-ill 
•which struck the boats on the last leg, 
standing up as stiff 
ami straight as 


could be. The Vigilant was beaten over 
•very leg of the 24 mile course and iln- 
Ishcd 18 minute". 23 secords 1>crilnd the 
Defender. 
Nearly half 
this distance, 


however. wa» due to the fact that tne 
wind died "down after the Defender hail 
crossed! the finishing line, and while the 
Vigilant was mill on her way In. The 
report had been>, persistently -circulated 
that the Defender had been held back In 
all her previous races with the Vigilant 
tn order to disguise the real extent of her 
superiority, was Immediately revived Jo- 
day after 'the contest, and there were 
plenty of yachtsmen who shook their 
heads and said. "I toldryou so." 
An additional element of Interest was 


Sent" to the race. by the appearance on 
- «tie._co_iirse of the challenger. Valkyrie

It was the Hrsl~oppurlunH> that 


anyone had to see the rl\al yachts sail- 
ing anywhere near each other, and It 
was eagerly embraced by the enthusi- 
asts. Yachts and tugs closed In on the 
cutter until It seemed -she did not have 
room for sailing:. Peculiar wind condi- 
tions served to make this appearance of 
the Valkyrie almost a sensational one. 
She seemed to be overhauling the two 
American yachts with ease. 
She was 
about one mile and a half behind them 
at the starting pliu-e. While they were 
drifting along In tho light breere the 
Valkyrie crept up on them, bringing- a 
breete with her. Inside of an- hour »be 
had approached to within less than half 
a mile of the Vigilant, end the face* of 
the spectators lengthened. Then she got 
Into the glassy area, with the other 
yachts and slowed down. She continued 
to noln on the Vigilant, however, for a 
fen minutes efter she had come into the 
•am« weather conditions. The Defender 
«P« also gaining perceutrbrr'on this Vlg- 


. llant at the =ame time, and the Valkyrie, 
. not nlsblng to give the_Araerl<-«ns too 
— good a line on her jpccd, put about and

THE GoMRY DISASTER. 


The Coroner's Jury Fixes Partial Ue«pou- 


Blblllty on f.umry aod Grelner. 


Denver, Aug. 2!i.*-The coroner's jury sit- 


ting upon the 22 bodies of persons killed 
In the GUmry hotel accident rendered a 
verdict to-night.. 
In part the verdict 


reads: 


"From the testimony, submitted, which 


was conflicting, we' arc unable to fix -*he 
responsibility for the disaster upon any- 
one person; but wo believe the owners 
ami-managers, Peter- Gumry--»i'i Rnhorf 
C. Grelncr. were blatnable for requiring 
of the engineer 1(1 hours' work out of 24 
—a request far beyond the ability of any 
man to endure and. perform good work 
also for employing an engineer whose 
habits were dissipated and unreliable, 
and whose experience 
did jibt 
Justify 


them In placing hjm In such a responsi- 
ble position, all of which we're well known 
to them 


"We find the engineer, Helmufn Loes- 


cher, had been drinking en the night of 
th« disaster, and further he had not ex- 
amined the safety valve to the boiler 
for two months, proving him to be unfit 
to occupy any position where security 
to life and property depends upon tb» 
falhtful performance of dutv," 


The'verdlct also reflects upon the meth- 


ods In vogue In the office of the city boil- 
er Inspector, and closes with a" sugges- 
tion for legislation on the subject.

•nt the rate of 2.1 tons per day. The vein 
Is better than five feet wide and a good 
quantity of It will run five ounces to the 
ton. 
Xo drifts will be started on the 


vein until a depth of l.'iO feet has been 
obtained. 


Duo north of tho 'Pclton lease is that 


being worked by Messrs. D. P. Alrhart 
and Dr. H. E. Young. They havo the 
shaft down 114 feet, but have sujuc 11 
or 12 feet more to go before they strike 
pay.
